better than most ventures into crook melodrama. As 
we understand it, Norman Houston and Sam Forrest, 
the authors, have planned a little entertainment which 
shall conform to all the standards of the Drop-That-Gun 
school and, at the same time, be fairly interesting. This 
is a rather difficult task, but they have, as any five of 
their characters might say, “come through clean.” The 
old standards remain unscathed, and yet, along toward 
the end of the second act, we realized that we had been 
sitting with our neck twisted in a very uncomfortable 
position for at least fifteen minutes. 

The first act is put on in the manner of a Music Box 
number with ten scenes.
